The Flex Radios are just like any good HF+6M radio - and then some. They include a 
100 watt transmitter that is modulated by all of the familiar modes: CW, USB, LSB, 
FM, NFM, & AM. The receiver(s) amplify rf from an antenna and provide all the normal 
demodulations: CW, USB,LSB, FM,NFM,& AM. 


So, how is it different? On the receive side, the 
| whole rf spectrum from 30 KHz to 72 MHz is 
digitized - real-time! continuously! You then 
assign multiple slices which can individually 
cover from a few KHZ up to Seven Mhz 
anywhere in the receive spectrum.
